“We have become accustomed to the 
regulation of rate of transportation, but 
the suggestion that prices of commodi- 
tles be regulated by Congress seems 
novel and radical. 

“Yet the principle on which the regu- 
lation of transportation rates is based is 
simply that when property is useg in 
a manner to make it of public conse- 
quence and affect the community at 
Jarge it becomes clothed with a public 
use. and may be controlled by the pub- 
Iie for the common good.

A catalogue of E. G. Lewis’ corre- 
spondence schools, instruction in which 
is free to members of the American 
Woman's League, was read Wednesday 
at Clayton in the publisher’s $250,000 
libel suit against the Rural New Yorker.

In January, 1908, Wells sued 
the investment company for $21,453.20 for 
unpaid rent and taxes, and he got judg- 
ment April 21, but the company dic 
not pay.

“It is probably safe to say that in 
almost every one of the great staple 
industries prices have been for years 
fixed by agreement between the prin- 
cipal producers, and not from free 
play of competition among the do- 
mestic producers, nor by unfettered 
operation of the law of supply and 
demand. 

“But the habits formed through 
years of following a system are not 
easily shaken off, and the artificial 
forms of organizations made neces- 
sary by the conflicting laws of many 
states with those of the nation, will 
always present a border land of 
doubt which will furnish on the one 
hand opportunities for those who 
wish to violate the law to do so with 
some show of justification; and on 
the other to perplex thdése who are 
sincerely desirous of keeping the law, 
but by reason of the complexity and 
conflict of different state laws find 
it difficult to do so without seem- 
ing to run counter to the anti-trust 
law, 

“For the effectual regulation of 
both of these classes the supervision 
of a Federal commission is certainly 
desirable if not absolutely necessary. 

“In theory it would seem that such 
a commission should have some pow- 
er over prices, but the practical dif- 
ficulties in the way of so exercising 
such power as not to inflict a greater 
evil than it is intended to cure are 
so great as perhaps to be insurmount- 
able.” 

Favor Federal Incorporation. 

Wickersham implied that a Federal 
incorporation act, while it might of- 
fer some difficulties, would help to 
lay the ax at the root of the trust 
evil. 

‘Business men of integrity are 
naturally desirous of avoiding viola- 
tions of law. The construction of the 
Sherman law originally contended 
for would have condemned them for 
any concerted action which imposed a 
restraint on trade. 

“The more enlightened view which 
has been established by the Supreme 
Court Hmits the prohibition to undue 
restraints.. Yet even within these 
rules there is an area of activity 
where co-operation and association 
should only have play under Govern- 
ment supervision and control.”

Federal Referee Decides Bluff 
Line Cannot Profit by 2-Cent 
Passenger Tariff. 
SPRINGFIELI), Ill... July 19.—Walter

NEW YORK, July 19.—The whims of 


men of great wealth, which cause them 
to disregard expense in equipping their 
residences, add little to taxable values, 
according to the decision of a State Su- 
preme Court justice in reducing the tax 
assessments on the Fifth avenue man- 
sion of former United States Senator 


‘Clark of Montana. 


Clark brought proceedings to review 
the assessment. Experts testified that 
the fittings were the most costly that 
the world could produce; that the man- 
sion contained such luxuries as cold 
storage plants, a concealed garage, a 
swimming pool, an art gallery, a min- 
iature theater, a solarium, and an as- 
tronomical observatory. 

“We find,”’ says the Court, in its rul- 
ing, ‘‘that the building is unique in the 
sense that it is more costly than other 
residences in the city and that the own- 
er, by total disregard for expense, has 
been able to gratify all of his whims; 
but the building has no real rental, 
value. Witnesses have established that 
in a house intended for the occupancy of 
men of great wealth, features represent- 
ing the individual taste add little to the 
value. 

‘“‘We therefore conclude that in a house 
of this cost, built in so individual a 
manner, it is fair to deduct at least one- 
third ‘from the cost of reproduction in 
order to arrive at its value.

AMBASSADORS TO 
END SERVICE WITh 
PEAGE TREATIES 


Jusserand and Bryce Wilf Retire 
From Washington Posts When 
Papers Are Signed. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 19.—The conclu- 
sion of negotiations for treaties of ar- 
bitreticn between two of the powers and 
the United States will also bring to an 


end the tefms of diplomatic service of 
the ambassadors of those nations now 
stationed at Washington. 

James Bryce, the British Ambassador, 
will perform his last act of official im- 
pertance in signing the Anglo-Amer- 
ican arbitration treaty, and the same 
can be gaid about M. Jusserand, the 
French envoy. It is said the success- 
ful promulgation of the treaties will 
be, in both cases, the most conspicuous 
case of constructive diplomacy in their 
careers. 

It also develops, for the first time, 
that the pending negotiations have been 
solely responsible for the unusually 
long retention of Jusserand at Wash- 
ington, based on the average service of. 
French diplomats, while the treaty’s 
intricacies interested Bryce so strongly 
that he voluntarily gave up his inten- 
tion of resigning from the service last 
January. 

Although there seems no reason for 
the recall of the Frénch envoy, since 
there are no immediate vacancies in 
the service and the American Govern- 
ment would be pleased to have him con- 
tinued at this post, word comes from 
France that vacancies at either Lon- 
don or Berlin are prospective. 

It is the intention of the French Gov- 
ernment to utilize Jusserand’s experience 
to promote an arbitration between 
France and England and France and 
Germany. 

The possibilities behind this now pros- 
pective European treaty are so definite 
that the Washington diplomats have al- 
ready brought it to the attention of 
American officials. It is said to be 
Secretary Knox’s opinion that so long 
as Germany, France and England are 
ready to agree to “honor’ arbitration

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MR. TROLL’S JOB. 

The unseemly reaching for fat fees upon the 
part of the Public Administrator ought to hasten 
the day when that none too popular office will 
be put on a salary basis or be abolished. Mr. 
Troll’s attitude in the Brinkwirth, Robison and 
Bernero cases may not, as he insists, have been 
anything more than his duty, but the fees from 
such estates are large, and the fight he has made 
for them has created the impression that fee-get- 
ting is the chief concern of that branch of the 
public service. The modern method of regulating 
this sort of thing is to put the office on a salary 
basis. This renders it at once undesirable to pér- 
sons in public office for the fee-grabbing alone, 
and remunerates the incumbent in some accord- 
ance with the value of service rendered. 

The fee system under which the office of Public 
Administrator in St. Louis has recently been made 
to appear in such a bad light is antagonistic to 
‘both these excellent ends. 
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The testimony that Lorimer promised Hines he

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THE UNIVERSITY MEDICAL SCHOOL. 

The problem of the State University medical 
school, which Dr. Pearse, former president of the 
State Medical Association, charges President Hill 
and the curators with having failed to meet prop- 
erly, is not peculiar to Missouri. It has arisen in 
other states which have their universities outside 
large cities. 

For classical, literary and even technical study, 
the small town is generally favored by educators 
and parents. But for medical education there is 
no place like a city, with its many hospitals and 
its wealth of clinical and anatomical material. 

The failure of the medical school at Columbia 
to hold its own against the strong St. Louis in- 
stitutions, with their immense clinical advantages, 
is hardly to the discredit of President Hill or the 
curators. The College of Agriculture at Columbia 
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has grown famously because Columbia was the] 


place for it. If Columbia is not the place for 
the medical or any other needed department of 
the university, the problem of removal is one 
which extends beyond the curators to the Govern- 
or and the Legislature. The last Legislature left 
the university authorities a difficult problem in 
maintaining the institution at all. It was inevita- 
ble, with such appropriations, that some de art- 
ment should suffer. When better financial support 
is available, the physiMaus will probably find the 
curators ready to consider rehabilitation of the 
medical department. 
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Eastern aviators who haven’t been killed yet 
are making benefit flights for the wives and chil- 
dren of those who have.

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SODA, ALUM AND CIVILIZATION. 

We are living under a chemical civilization. We 
value chemistry and study it accordingly. We 
learn something of its meaniv,, from books and 
more from the newspapers. We will go, on study- 
ing it day by day as it comce by telegraph. Final- 
ly we may learn enough of it to understand not 
only what a chemical civilization means in gen- 
eral, but what it means to us. 

It means something to us chemically and po- 
litically when Dr. Wiley’s case comes before the 
Cabinet. We get a vague hint of its chemical 
relations to politics when it is explained by tele- 
graph that Dr. Wilcy has been the leading op- 
ponent of benzoate of soda. As the telegraph ed- 
ucates us in science and Statesmanship, we will 
know what the combination of benzoic acid with 
soda means to combinations which control in poli- 
tics. 

We are already highly educated in alum. In 
Missouri we found that no political reform could 
succeed until we understood the exact chemical 
relations of alum to politics. The extent of this 
knowledge surprised and shocked many at long 
range as well as short. Some of them have hardly 
yet recovered from the shock. Some of them 
never will recover. , 

This was not only education in alum, but edu- 
cation of our special faculties up to the point 
where they will be ready for all the uses of poll- 
tics under-a chemical civilization. It makes us fee} 
sure that though we may be a little misty on the 
benzoate of soda at present, all will be cleared up 
finally. The education of the faculties does it. 
- We are just beginning to understand that the 
-. “one-tenth of 1 per cent” is political as well as 





THE CHANGED SENATE. 

No such demonstration of the changes that have 
come over the United States Senate has been of- 
fered as its approval of the measure for publicity 
of campaign expenditures before election. Such a 
law has long been obviously necessary and it is 
certain to be beneficial. Yet the Senate has been 
the one stumbling block in its path. It stood 
Sturdily with all the strength of its commanding 
Republican majority against any publicity what- 
ever and then permitted publicity only after elec- 
tion; it yielded reluctant assent to the bill forbid- 
ding corporations, as such, to contribute to cam- 
paign funds, and it smothered at least one bill 
for publicity before elections. 

It did these things in the faee of specific in- 
stances of corruption and of information, not spe- 
cific, of corrupt alliances between men seeking 
high office and great corporations and those in 
control of great corporations. It saw Mr. Roose- 
velt detach from his Cabinet the man charged with 
gathering information about corporations and set 
him to collecting a campaign fund from the cor- 
porations, and was unmoved. It persisted in its 
ahorrence of publicity when Mr. Harriman told 
how he collected the money that changed the vote 
of New York at Mr. Roosevelt’s behest. It saw 
Clark and Guggenheim and Stephenson buy their 
way into the Senate and remained complacent. 

But if the Senate stood still for a time under 
such circumstances the people did not. The in- 
forfnation that great offices were subject of barter 
and trade struck no responsive chord in the popu- 
lar mind. Publicity did its work in forcing changes 
in the Senate and forcing the changed Senate to 
action as it will do its work in forcing the dollar 
out of politics. Publicity that has made the Sen- 
ate honest wil] make elections honest. 

It was ignorance of the facts that permitted the 
people to look without dismay on millionaires in 
office. The truth caused the revulsion. The truth 
will henceforth have a deterrent force. If the 
Lorimers, Stephensons and Guggenheims by 
chance stay in the Senate, this new law will make 
the people secure against them in the future. 

The law will make the offense of buying office 
with corruption funds illegal as well as immoral. 
It will end corrupt alliances between Big Business 
and Big Politics. It will strengthen the people in 
their convictions. It will pave the way for the 
condition, already secured in Kngland, where ex- 
cessive entertainment with lemon pop and dough- 
nuts was held sufficient cause for unseating a 
member of Farliament. We may become as honest 
23 that even if c:ndidates for the Senate may 
spend $10,000. But there is, work for the states to 
do. There should be no cessation of effort until 
every state has a law as strong as that to which 
the Senate has given its approval.

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BRYAN’S CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

One of William J. Bryan’s questions to be put 
to all candidates for the Democratic nomination 
reads as follows: “Do you approve of the Stand- 
ard Oil decision wherein the Supreme Court ‘leg- 
islated’ the word ‘unreasonable’ into the Sherman 
anti-trust law?” 

This reminds one of the question a French King 
asked his learned savants, “Why does a bowl of 
water containing a two-pound fish weigh no more 
than the same bowl of water without the fish?” 
After long calculations the savants decided to 
weigh the bowl, with and without the fish, and 
found that the fact assumed wasn’t a fact. 

These articles of Bryan’s confession of faith are 
cunningly devised to catch the unwary. Even a 
Nebraska lawyer who cannot understand the 
Standard Oj] decision and the “rule of reason” 
can get a wise man up a tree if he is allowed to 
choose his own assumptions. We might suggest 
additions to the Bryan questions: 

“Do you believe a Democratic bolter should 
be a Democratic dictator? 

“Do you believe that Supreme Court judges who 
do not agree with Infallible Opinion ought to be 
recalled ?, 

“Do you believe the Constitution should stand 
in the way of absolute truth and goodness? 

“Do you believe in a ‘more and a fittener cur- 
rency ?’ 

“Do you believe in fairies?” 

Mr. Bryan might have saved himself the trou- 
ble of making a list of available Democratic can- 
didates. He need not have eliminated Harmon. 
His list of questions is a great eliminator. _It 
contains, enforced or veiled, all the Bryan vaga- 
ries. If a candidate answers no, he is damned as 
an anti-Bryanite; if he answers yes, he is damned 
as a Bryanite.

Danger Spots in the Meramec.

I see by Monday's issue of the Post-Dispatch the 
details of three deaths in the Meramec River, 
all of which occurred between Morschel’s Sta- 
tion and Valley Park, Mo., a distance of about 
three miles; also the greatest number of deaths 
by drowning in past years were in this stretch 
of water. Only two weeks ago a power boat 
turned bvbver while 17 persons were in the boat, 
ang had that happened at about a distance of 
three blocks upstream where the water is be- 
tween 15 and 20 feet deep the Meramec would 
have claimed a still greater number of victims. 

Now, sOme of these deep holes are caused 
by a company which has dredges for removing 
gravel from the bottom of the river. The patrons 
of Arnold’s Canoe Club and the members of the 
Sequoyah Canoe Club of Valley Park, :Mo., will 
try to get the officers of this company to post 
signs on trees telling of danger where they have 
caused the water to be deep, and inexperienced 
swimmers and novice canoeists will not be so 
apt to “take the big drink.” 

Also, the rapids above the foot bridge are dan- 
gerous, owing to the great speed of the water. 
At this point the swimmer is jerked off his feet 
and is liable to be seriously injured or drowned 
by being dashed against the rocks,

“Am I middleweight champion of the 
world?” exclaimed Billy. ‘Well, I surely 
am, and I'll defend my title at 158 
pounds ringside, the recognized middle- 
weight limit, against anybody in the 
world who thinks he can give me a fight 
for the title. I bar none. The one 
gentleman I’d like to pick a bone with 
as soon as possible is ‘Cyclone’ Johnny 
Thompson, who has been calling himself 
champion. I'd like to settle my dispute 
Wwitn him first—then take on the otners 
as fast as they come. 


Deserves the Title. 
“T was middleweight champion when 


poor Ketchel passed in his chips, be- 
cause I was the last holder aside from 
Ketchell. The title came back to me; I 
have cinched my claim to it by doing 
more than any other champion has done 
since Tommy Burns. I've circled the 
world and defeated the men in Aus- 
tralia and England. When I fought Sul- 
livan, the English champion, in En- 
vland, the fight was for the world’s 
championship, as I was recognized as 
champion of America and Australia. 
“As for that Australian trip, it was
